In  ^Uuu’iu^  owr  the  jxnwible  open 
ilia's  for  Ikivh,  one  is  forced  to  admit 
that  unless  n  1ml  Uve  tfeuiua,  i*‘i*s«‘ 
venw*.  nml  a  *fmnl  physical  c«  institu¬ 
tion,  lie  will  find  tin*  lietfinumg  of  'a 
professional  lift*  :ilin>»st  insumiounta 
bly  difficult,  if  In*  l»e  obliged  from  the 
start  to  deja-nd  ujhiu  liis  profession  for 
a  living.  S>  lav^e  ia  the  competition, 
even  in  our  own  comparatively  new 
country,  anil  still  more  so  in  Ruslan*  1 
ami  on  the  eontineiit,  that  the  iiniutv 
meats  to  enter  the  so-called  learn etl 
professions  are  financially  very  small. 
The*  satisfaction  of  ultimate  success, 
ami  the  intellectual  pleasures  which 
such  a  course  makes  |h*silde,  are  re 
guilal  l»y  any  true  sfmlent  as  more 
tlmn  eomjH'iisations  for*  the  early  ili: 
comforts,  ami  we  would  never  urg 
considerations  of  a  financial  nature 
against  a  boy's  following  his  natural 
l>eut.  That  is  a  fatal  policy  which  ft*  I 
vises  him.  to  choose  his  calling  simply 
for  the  money  return  it  promises,  for 
lie  will  l**nrn  sunnier  or  later  that 
m«*uey  is  hut  a  small  factor  in  true 
success,  but  we  would  very  strongly 
*  urge  such  considerations  iu  attempting 
a  professional  life  from  entering  upon 
•so  unpromising  a  career.  There  are 
many  whose  scholarly  abilities  are  too 
meager  to  permit  the  hope  of  success¬ 
ful  comjietitiou  when  pittetl  against 
their  more  gifted  brother*.  It  is  ccr 
taiuly  unfortunate,  if  not  pitiable,  that 
these  young  men  should,  through  mis¬ 
taken  notions  of  what  is  respectable 
and  what  is  praiseworthy,  rush  into  a 
course  which  can  tmng  them  only  fail 
uro  an* I  mortification. 

Each  year,  thousands  of  young  men 
are  graduated  from  our  universities 
and  schools  of  learning,  only  a  very 
small  portion  of  whom  are  ever  heard 
of  afterward  in  the  real  contests  of  life. 
Ami  it  has  Uvotue  a  notable  fact  that 
an  advertisement  for  a  man  to  fill  any 
but  a  manual  position  jjpll  briug  a 
number  of  college  gnkfhiafes  out  of  all 
pro|iortion  to  the  kitnl  applicants. 
This  proves  nothing  against,  our 
schemes  of  education,  for  the  contrary 
c*vi«leiice  is  too  overwhelming.  The 
men  of  whom  as  a  uation  we  are  m* *sr* 
proud,  the  brightest  minds  in  science, 
literature  law,  medicine.  theology,  and 
the  fine  arts,  have  been  for  the  most 
part  educated  in  universities  and  col 
leges,  lint  the  failure; of  sueh  a  large 
proportion  of  college- bred  men  to  at 
tain  even  ordinary  usefulness  in  the 
events  of  life  d*.»es. prove  that,  for  them 
at  least,  some  element  was  lacking 
which  should  have  contribute*!  to  their 
preparation  for  sulieeqoent  duties. 
Had  they  Uvn  blessed  *  with  three 
qualities  already  enumerated,  success 
would  have  been  posable  in  almost 
auy  direction.'  lhit  unfortunately  very 
few  have  genius;  a  smaller  proportion 
than  should,  have  g*x*vl  health:  and  of 
the  three,  jx  i-sevcrance  only  appears 
t*>  lx*  a  cultivable  quality,  ami  even  tliis 
is  largely  limited  by  physical  eiulur- 
nnce  A  very  successful  man  of  affairs, 
quoted  by  an  English  i*onteiu]x>rary. 
Jmfttftri**.  when  asked  for  the  secret 
of  his  suctvsM.  rephtxl,  **  1  ha«l  the  phy¬ 
sical  constitution  to  Ugiu  work  at  six 
o'clock  iu  the  nioming.  au»l  kt*ep  on 
till  eight,  nine  or  ten  at  night,  and 
Ithait  for  twenty  years.”  One  would 
say  that  his  smvess  w  as  well  deserved. 

It  is  not  a  V topi.au  tenet  that  teach 
es  the  possibility  of  success  for  all 
normally  voiisututed  men.  The  es 
seutial  condition  is  the  right* choice  of 
a  vocation.  It  is  a  serious  qiiestiou. 
what  to  do  with  »*ur*boys,  for  it  is  just 
here  that  so  many  fatal  blunders  are 
made.  The  parent  or  guar* ban,  actu¬ 
ated  by  tin*  l»est  motives  in  the  world, 
is  very  apt  to  lay  out  a  plan  ol  life 
framed  entirely  from  his  owu  point  of 
view,  and  unmiudful  that  what  may 
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prove  eminently  »o<-r*Swful  in  one  caw 
may  be  equally  disastrous  in  another 
Ami  very  often  the  dechuon  ia  ren 
.bred  iu* <re  difficult  by  the  necessity 
laid  u|x»n  the  la*y  of  earning  hm  <laily 
breail  aa  he  <  ata  it. 

We  are  accustomed  to  l*elieve  that 
demand  and  supply  regulate  them- 
aelvaa,  lait  in  this  Tery  ptoUen  of  the 
future  bf  our  U>ya,  we  are  brought 
fai-e  to  faia-  with  acuriou*  incongruity. 
We  see  on  the  one  hand  tlie  over 
rr«*w*Ud  pr».femnoua,  boats  of  clerks 
wl*o  are  ready  to  apply  for  any  vacant 
]>Mition.  however  low  the  salary,  while 
on  tlie  other  band  we  nee  a  market  for 
lalx*r  which  is  s*»  far  fn*m  being  glut 
te»l  that  its  supplies  must  lie  brought 
from  foreign  countries. 

What  is  wanted  Uxlay  in  our  own 
country  is  skilled  labor.  Education  in 
its  highest  foravis  wanted,  but  it  must 
Is*  coupled  with  an  ability  to  do  some¬ 
thing,  if  it  is  to  gain  for  its  possessor 
any  position  in  life.  It  must  find 
some  mode  of  expression,  or  the  world 
is  none  the  richer.  Americans  are 
noted  for  their  ingenuity,  but  in  how 
few  has  a  thorough  technical  education 
brought  out  its  highest  powers  of  ex 
pression !  Here  is  a  field  that  can 
be  heartily  reccommendfed  to  any  boy 
who  has  decided  to  take<  the  reins  of 
life  in  his  own  hands  ins  tern!  of  leav¬ 
ing  them  to  the  eaprief  of  circum 
stances.  If  he  has  a  taste  for  mechan¬ 
ic  arts,  he  has  a  splendid  opportunity 
for  the  -exercise  of  his  powers.  The 
acquisition  of  manual  dexterity  is  n  it 
difficult.  It  requires  little  beyond  in 
telligent  jierseverance.  But  when  this 
skill  of  hand  is  onceacqiured,  it  brings 
an  independence  which  many  a  man 
iu  apparently  easier  circumstances  of 
life  might  well  envy,  ifcor  is  it  the 
humble  calling  which  1  the  drawing 
rixuu  is  apt  to  picture  it.  The  possi 
bili ties  open  to  the  skilljed  worker  are 
almost  unlimited.  Some  new  and 
more  excellent  creation  iis  always  pos 
sible,  and  from  the  workshop  the  di¬ 
rectors  of  large  undertaking  are  com 
inonly  chosen.

Under  The  Ocean. 

Oue  half  of  the  earth’s  solid  surface 
is  buried  in  the  abyssmal  regions  of 
the  ocean,  and  exists  as  undulating 
plains  beneath  a  watery  covering  from 
two  to  five  miles  thick.  On  this  land 
at  tlie  bottom  of  the  deep  sea.  the  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Challenger  publications 
.tells  us,  flit*  conditions  presented  are 
-most  uniform.  The  temperature, 
near  the  freezing  point  of  fresh  water, 
does  not  exceed  7  degrees  iu  range, 
and  is  constant  throughout  the  year 
in  any  locality.  Sunlight  and  plant 
life  are  absent,  and,  although  animals 
of  the  large  types  are  present,  there  is 
no  great  vnxwAy  of  foam  or  abundance 
of  individuals.  Change  of  any  kind  is 
exceedingly  slow. 

At  the  greatest  depths  the  deposits 
are  chiefly  a  red  clay  mixed  with  frag¬ 
ments  of  volcanic  matter,  remains  of 
deep  sea  animals,  cosmic  dust,  manga 
nese  iron  nodules  and  zeolitic  crystals. 
No  analogous  deposits  have  been  trac¬ 
ed  on  dry  land,  although  the  conti¬ 
nents  are  mainly  made  up  of  rocks, 
which  must  have  formed  under  the 
sea  near  the  coasts.  Throughout  all 
geological  time  the  deposits  of  the 
continent  bordering  waters  appear  to 
have  been  forced  up  into  dry  land 
through  the  contraction  of  the  earth, 
while  the  abyssmal  regions  have  re¬ 
mained  the  most  permanent  areas  of 
the  earth’s  surface.
